KuNELE, ©., May 17.—[Special.]—A cy- 
clone passed a quarter of a mile west of here 
at 4:30 this’afternoon, killing five persons, 
fatally injurmg {two others, and slightly 
wounding several more.

six)miles in length, the great funnel-shaped 
cloud traveling in an irregular southeasterly 
course. The greatest damage was done about 
a mile from jwhere it rose and passed 
on east. The building in which Dan- 
- tel). Barrett, his __ wife, and their 
two granddaughters, Myrta and Martha 
Daso, lived is so completely demolished that 
not even a portion of the foundation is left. 
The nearest remnants of the house are at least 
100 yards from) where it stood. The larger 
portion of the building, with the roof almost 
intact, is forty rods from its original location. 
Mrs. Barrett, who was the worst mangled, 
was carried over a quarter of amile. There 
wis little left of the woman’s body that re- 
seinbled the form of a human beiag. 
8 Barrett Carried Forty Rods. 


Daniel Barrett was carried about forty rods 
from where the cyclone struck him. His 
hand was torn off at the wrist and one leg was 
beaten intoa pulpand he suffered internal 
injuries. He was still breathing when found, 
but died soon afterwards without becoming 
conscious. Martha and Myrta Daso, who 
were in another part of the house, were left 
near where the house seems to have gone to 
Martha was apparently injured only 
about the head, which was crushed in on the 
left side... The younger girl lay alinost in the 
arms of her sister, and her bones in all parts 
of her Lody were broken|and ground into the 
flesh. Nothing could be\done to’ relieve the 
little one’s sulffermg, and she died at 10 
o'clock in the evening. 

(George Oxinger,a hired hand of Barrett's, 
who wasiin afield. plowing, saw the storm 
coming and made for the barn. He succeeded 
in getting his horses inside, and started for 
the house, whi¢h was about ten rods distant 
from the barn and exactly in line with the 
storm. ‘Witnesses say that the man was lifted 
from: the ground and whirled into the 
air at: . least a hundred feet,  to- 


gether with timbers, fences. trees, and other. 


débris. ‘Oxinger’s lifeless body was found 
about 100 rods from where he was lifted into 
the air. His bones protruded from the flesh 
and his body indicates that he came in con- 
tact with many of the flying trees and beams. 
Farm Hand’s Remark ible Escape. 


James Whitle, another farm hand in the 
employ of Barrett, had a miraculous escape. 
He was in the field with ateatn in company 
With Oxinger And started. for the barn. To 
the fact that his team becume unimanageable 
and broke away from hin he probably owes 
his life. When the team ran away he start- 
ed diagonally across for the house 
but had just reached’a rail fence when the 
storm struck the barn |and he fell upon his 
face, grasping the bottom rail of the fence. 
The fen¢e was\demolished to the bottom rail, 
but the prostrate nan lay unmoved. A huge 
apple tree was'torn up and carried away and 

,4 brick smokehouse laid flat™to the ground 
within fifteen feet of. him, yet he came out 
with only a few scratches and bruises) only 
skin doep. 

| Just across the road from the Barrett) resi- 
dence stood a log and frame’ building occu- 
pied by Charles Cole and his wife. The fore 
part of the structure, which was of logs, re- 
mains standing, while the back part of frame 
is carried away to the foundation. Nota 
piece of crockery, furniture, or other article 
left in the house remains whole. It was in 
this back partiof the building that Cole took 
refuge as he came rushing in from his work, 
tying his tearm to a post near his- barn. Both 
(ole and his wife were swept along as straws 
before the death-dealing storm and left 
locked in = each  other’s arms fully 
100. yards from their little home. Cole’s left 
hip was broken and he was otherwise bruised. 
His wife is badly bruised about the head, the 
skull near theleft temp!e being crushed. 
Doctors in attendance pronounce the recov- 
ery of both as possible, Cole is hurt perhaps 
the worse of the two, WUole’s team, which 
Was tied to a convenient post, now add to the 
list of dead. One horse was stripped of its 
harness, the straps being severed as neatly as 
though they were cut. Parts of the har- 
ness were strewn over.” a space 
about ten rods square. . The _ horse 
was buried under a mass of beams from the 
adjoining corn crib and killed outright. The 
other horse lay about ten rods further on and 
Was so badly crippled that it was killed to end 
its suffering. Oxinger’s team, which he put 
into Barrett’s barn, escaped without a scratch. 
A pen containing seven hogs stood in a lane 
several rods tothe northpf Barrett’s barn. 
All that can be found of the pen or hogs is 
one dead porker, which lies exactly where the 


barn stood. 


Devastation in the Cyclone’s Track. 

The ground on either edge of the storm's 
track is strewn with featherless fowls and 
the débris of “houses and barns. Cole had

bruises. Farther on west Mr. and Mrs: Oliver 
Coy stood in their back door and saw all their 
barns, other buildings, and windmill 
Carried up into the air. A house 
containing some pet rabbits within 
six feet of where they stood went with tne 
rest, while hardly a breeze stirred where they 
stood. Two other farm-houses, a sawmill, 
and several barns are reported carried away, 
but no people badly hurt, 

The whirling cloud seemed to go slow in its 
forward course and gave inany people who 
otherwise would have been killed time to get 
outofits. way. It is estimated that it took 
at least fifteen minutes for the storm to go 
its last mile. The course seemed to be some- 
what zigzag and rolled from left to right, as 
well as upward. People for miles on either 
side could hear the roar and climbed on 
housetops and other places of eminence to 
Witness the moving avalanche. To add to 
the inisery and destruction rain came down in 
torrents. 

Hundreds of people from every direction 
flocked to the scene of disaster to view the 
ruins. In one house lay the body of little 
Myrta Daso, while in another almost a half 
mile distant lay the body of her sister. Mr. and 
Mrs. Cole are being cared for in another 
houae, 

Whiple’s Story of His Escape. 

James Whiple, who eseaped by lying on the 
ground, told toa reporter for THe TKipung 
this story of his experience: 

**Oxinger and I were plowing in a field 
about a quarter of a mile from the barn when 
we saw the storm coming. It seemed to be 
so irreguiarin its course that we did not 
know which way to go to escape. We 
decided finally to seek shelter in the 
barn. Oxinger got to the barn, but my team 
broke away from me‘and left me free. By 
this time thé storm was so near that the roar 
was like a Niagara. When I saw the barn go 
up | knew my only salvation would be in 
lying flat on the ground, I threw myself ina 
hole and grasped the tower rail of a fence. 
The fence was torn from my grasp, but I dug 
my tingers deep into the earth and the barn, 
cowshed, and horse must have passed over 
me. 


MUCH DAMAGE DONE BY HAIL, 


Storm of Widespread Area Breaks Glass 
and Beats Down Grain, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 17,—[Special. ]— 
A, wind and rain storm with hail passed over 
this city at 8 o’clock tonight. It blew down 
afew trees without serious damage to the 
city. Great damage is reported from the sec- 
tion southwest of Indianapolis. At Patriot, 
in Switzerland County, hailstones as big as 
snowballs shivered trees and pounded the 
wheat into the earth. Six inches of ice fell in

Decatur, Ill, May 17.—[Special. |—A datin- 
aging hailstorm prevailed here this after- 
noon, the hail jn some cases being as 
large asa man’s fist.

SOLAR CYCLONE BEATS THE RECORD. 
Prof. Larkin, at Knox College, Says It Is 
Causing Chicago’s Hot Weather. 

(iaLespuRG, Lil, May 17.—Prof. Larkin, at 
Knox College observatory, after watching all 
day the solar cyclone, says its dimensions ex- 
ceed those of uny storm he has seen on the 
sun during his career as an astronomer. It is 
now atits full height. Its length is 86,000 
tiles and the width varies. from %2°2,000 to 
43.000 miles. The whole mass has a twisting, 
rotary motion. There are two storm centers. 
The professor attributes the unusual heat now 
being experienced to this solar storm. 


TIDAL WAVE FELT ON LAKE HURON, 


For Twenty Minutes It Raises the Water 
at Alpena Nearly Three. Feet. 

Atpena. Mich., May 17.--A tidal wave 
varying from eighteen inches to three feet in 
height came up from Lake Huron this morn- 
ing. It had disappeared in about twenty min- 
utes from the time it was first noticed and is 
supposed to be due to heavy squalls in mid- 
lake. .

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field. Last night he said this action was 
taken partially by request of the Governor 
but more particularly because he, had grown 
weary of being annoyed and pestered by cer- 
tain gangs of cheap: politicians who wanted 
to make a tool of him. 

‘** Yes,’ continued Mr. Townsend, ‘1 sent 
in my resignation today. I sent it.in because 
I ain sick, tired, and disgusted with the whole 
business. | am a partisan Democrat, and 
have always attempted to do everything I 
could for the good of the party. But my con- 
duct of affairs did not suit evervbody, There 
is a certain faction that wants to contro] 
everything and have all the ‘say so’ 
with regard to the hiring and =e dis: 
charging of the employés of the 
board, and their conduct has had such an ef- 
fect upon the employés that the latter have no 
respect for the Park Commissioners, 

Tells of Thievinge Contracts. 

**T think the fight came about because of 
my investigations into somevof the fraudulent, 
thieving contracts. Entirely unsolicited on 
my part | was appointed a Commissioner by 
Gov. Altgeld, at the unanimous fequest of the 
Democratic committeemen of the West 
Division. Up to that time I _ had 
never spoken to the Governor, 
and -have talked with him = only once 
since. I went in determined, of course, to do 
the party all the good 1 could. Iset up the 
pins that got Tommy ©'’Neal turned down 
and Hurry Wilkinson appointed Secretary in 
his place. Il also put up.the job that got Fred 
Blount, the Treasurer of the board, turned 
out and E. S. Dreyer installed in his place, 1 
was under the impression all the time that I 
was carrying out the Governor's wishes. but 
it appears that | was not. 

‘Qn the day -of the tirst meetingof the 
board that I attended McArthur. the old Re- 
publican Secretary, told me that Dugene, con- 
tractor for the Humboldt boulevard, had sent 
in a voucher calling for the payment of 
$9,000, together’ with extras amounting to 
$12,000, 0n the work, and that they would 
be brought up for approval. Sure enough 
they were, and when presented I not only 
raised an objection to their payment; but 
insisted on having the work inspected. 
My objection was sustained and we employed 
young Wiliard, an expert engineer, to go over 
the work. He did so and made a report fuil 
of estimates upon it, showmg that Mr, Du- 
gene wus entitled to just $000 instead of 
$21,000, as he had first asked for, and Mr. 
Dugene accepted the $900, not, however, 
without an effort to get the original 
sum. His demands appeared to be 
of so much importance that several 
State Senators came up to Chicago and 
with one er two members of the board urged 
that his bill for $9,000 on the job and $1¥,- 
O00 for extras be paid. In that one deal | 
saved the board #°20,000 and thought I was 
doing the right thing, but it seems I trampled 
upon the toes of somebody who didn't like it. 
Young Willard, the engineer, had tosuffer for 
the part he played. Members of the board 
swore vengance on hitn and they never let up 
until they got his scalp. 

Heavy Cheating in Weights, 

“Then I got after the stone contractors, 
but the employés had been trained so that it 
wasahard matterto yet any information. 
However, I pushed my investigations far 
enouch to find out that every load of 4,000 
pounds turned in by the contractors was in 
actual weight from 4,500 to 1,800 pounds 
short. This fact was made a matter of record, 
and, had they let me alone, I certainly 
would have got to the bottom of the steal. 
I don’t blame the Governor for - feeling sore. 
He oght to call for the resignation of every 
member of the board and appoint an entirely 
new commissign. ’ 

Mr. Townsend also said there is 
dissatisfaction in the board that he expeeted 
to hear of some of the other mem bers resign-

This went 
on afew minutes and then the men came 
to blows. It is impossible to tell just how it 
started, but the men began to use picks and 
shovels on eachother. For two hours the skir- 
mishing was kept up and the worst fight of the 
day occurred. The Italians had become 
impatient and drew knives. These and 
picks and shovels were used with telling effect 
by both sides. The men fought like demons, 
but seerned bent on wounding instead of kill- 
ing. Finally the South Jersey men ran. The 
West Jersey forces did not follow, but re- 
turned to work. The casualties were counted. 
Eleven were wounded.- Amdhg them was 
Supt.

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COAL STRIKE TO GO ON 
NOTHING ACCOMPLISHED BY THE 
OLEVELAND CONFERENCE. 


All Offers of Compromise Rejected=Large 
Operators Expected to Make an Effort 
to Break the Strike, but the Men’s Rep. 
resentatives Declare They Will Fight 
It OuteMiners at Hillsboro, IIL, Return 
to Work at the Wage Schedule in Force 
a Month Ago. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 17.—The conference 
of coal miners and operators came to an end 
today, nothing having been accomplished, 
All offers of compromise were rejected and 
the miners declared their belief that any 
agreement that might be reached would avail 
nothing, as there wé?@ so miany operators who 
refused to join in the conference and would 
not be bound by its action. 

The convention was called to order shortly 
after 9 o'clock and Chairman Serbe called 
fora report of the conference committee, 
Every delegate knew what it would be—that 
no agreement could be reached—and there 
were no surprises in that. 

After the committee had reported that no 
agreement could be reached, Operator H, L, 
Chapman of Ohio and a member of the con.

| Nearly-alf the alleys in the Ninth Ward 
North of Sixteenth street are well lijtered 
With misceilangous garbage, tin cans, and.an 
Unusual character of rubbish which seems to 
be native to the ward.| The alleys in_ the 
south end are in fair condition so far as the 
Scavenger’s! work ig) cancerned, but stabie 
refuse is allowed to uecntnulate to overtiow- 
ing by the ward inspectors, whose business it 
is to see that the stuff is removed.

The overaccumulations of stuble~ refuse 
form a distinct feature of bad inspection or 
There 
is no reason why this refuse should be’ al- 
lowed to overflow the boxes and render tilthy 
the alleys, and there is no reason why the 
garbage contractor should not be made to 
clean out the tin cans and other litter properly 
coming from the household. To keep the 
alleys clean is a business which the garbage 
coutractor and the ward inspector are paid to 
do, and the fact that some of the alleys are 
clean shows that the demand for a cleanly 
condition is a practicable one and failure to 
enforce it is inexcusable. 

M. H,; McGovern has the scavenger contract 
for the Ninth Ward and he receives $4,035. 
He is ajscavenger by profession, and it may 
be that he is unaware that the north end of 
the ward will not compare with the work 
done in the south end, and that complianee 
with his contract will remedy the trouble. 

lhe paper nuisance was found to be as gen- 
eral in the Ninth Ward as in the Thirty- 
fourth. There are some kinds of paper which 
the contractor obligates himself to carry 
away. itis the kind that is taken from un. 
der carpet and from walls, but householders 
persist/in throwing ali kinds of paper in the 
aliey in and out of the garbage box instead of 
burning it. -Again, it was observed yesterday 
that stones, old clothes, and ashes. were 
dumped in the same box. One thrifty man in 
the rear of Fourteenth street had started to 
cultivate a little patch in the back yard and 
he half filled his garbage box with rocks from 
the garden. Grocerymen have a way of 
throwing their decayed fruit and wiited green 
stull in the alleys regardless. of the garbage 
receptireles, Half a dozen instances were 
found yesterday where the stable refuse box 
Was the cominon receptacle for everything. 
lt is not the business of the scavenger to re- 
move the stuf! from the stable, 


SEWER BUREAU WORK FOR A YEAR. 
Report Shows $1,942,283 Experded . iu 
Construction and Repairs. 

The annuul report of the Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Sewers for 1893 shows the 
amounts expended in the several branches of 
the bureau during that time to have been as 
follows:

There are now 39.471 ecatch-basins and 
42.496 manholes. <The cost for the construc- 
tion of sewers and catch-basins and maintain- 
ing the same from the establishment of the 
sewerage system in 1855 tO Jan. 1, 184, 
has been $15.570,.944. During the’year the 
bureau put in 14,198 house drains. 

The annual report of the map department 
shows that 4,644 plats for various purposes 
were prepared. ‘Iwo hundred and forty-eight 
new subdivisions of real estate within the city 
limits.and recorded documents pertaining to 
same were entered upon the several sets of 
atlases of the office. The total areaof the 
city Nov. 7, 1893, was 186.45 square miles.

Financial Committee Not in a Mdod to 
Pay Salaries to Clerks Who Do Nothing. 

n effort will be made at the meeting of 
the Financial committee of the Council this 
evening to get favorabie| action on a com. 
munication of the Controller urging an erner- 
gency appropriation for the lection Coin- 
inissioners’ oftice. The proposition will be 
opposed by the Republi¢an members, who re- 
card the Election Board asa mere electioneer- 
ing agency for the Democrats and especially 
for Judge Scales. Chairman Madden of the 
committee suid yesterday: ‘* We.must fave 
a detailed account of the éxpenditures of the 
office and an exjlanation of those expendi. 
tures before we take any action. Iam in- 
formed that from fifteen to eighteen men ure 
now on the pay-roll of the Election Board. 
‘Thase men have not rendered an hour's serv- 
ice to the publie since April 20. Yet itis pro 
posed to carry them on the pay-rolls from 
this! tirne until Oct. Ll, though they will not 
render any service in the meantime. It 
would be criminal in the Finance comrnittee 
to appropriate for these nen who do nothing 
but! sit around and discuss how Frank Scaies 
is to be reélected and how they themselves are 
to be kept in office.”’ The chances for action, 
therefore, on the emergency appropriation 
are rather silt, 


SCHEME TO TRIP UP THE COUNTY, 
Zeisler Thinks the City Can Be Kept Se- 
cure in Its Buildings. 

Assisfant Corporation Counsel Zeisler will 
resort to a novel plan to checkmate the 
county in its efforts to get the city out of the 
City Hall. The? county has brought suit for 
ejectment, to which the only evidence pre- 
sented must be.of record. There is no record 
title of the city’s right to occupy the ‘west 
half of the block occupied by the joint bunld- 
ings. in 187°2. however, the county in many 
ways acquiesced in the proposition of the city 
to build on this haif of the block, invited 
sich action by the city and coéperated with it in 
the construction of the building. While this 
gives the city an equitable right to maintain 
its iuse of the grvund, it is not a title of record 
and may not be introduced as evidence in an 
ejectment case. Mr. Zeisler is now prepar- 
inga bill to restrain the county from prosecut- 
ing its suit for ejectment on the ground ‘that 
the city has an equitable defense, which will 
be set up, which gannotbe presetited in a suit 
for ejectirment, Mr. Zeisler is confident 
a court of equity will -issue a perpetual in- 
junction to.restrain the county from interfer- 

ing with the city's occupancy of the land. 


MAY BE A BATTLE OVER A SWITCH, 
South Town Street Railway and Union 
Planing Mill Glare at Each Other. 
The Union planing mill and the South 
Town Street railway gompany probably will 
huve to appeal to the courts to settle the ques- 
tion of making a track crossing on ‘Twenty- 
second street.’ The car company took up the 
mill switch and constructed its road in front 
of the mill; company’s property. Then Mr. 
Kummer, President of the mill company, 
applied to the Department of Public Works 
for an order notifying the railroad company. 
to. restore the switch. The, latter applied for 
police protection in case Mr. Kummer under- 
took to tear up the street car tracks and re- 
place the switch. (on the strength of a report 
that employés of the street railway have torn 
up the switch tracks without authority Mr. 
Moody ordered them restored at once, there 
may be a row when this order is executed. 

Will Shut*It Up if Necessary. 

Mayor Hopkins yesterday received from As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Zeisler the opinion 
that the city has power to close the county 
brilding if the County Board or other. officials 
having jurisdiction over the structure refuse to 
do so. The Mayor said: “The Commissioner of 
Health will notify the County Board.to put the 
building in good repair. If they fail, 1 shall 
have a conference with the President of the 
(County Board and do what [ can in the interests 
of the employés and others who do business in 
the building with him. If that fails l certainly 
shall order the building closed. 


Mayor Believes in Sunday Ball. 

The Rev. William G. Clarke of the People’s In- 
stitute called upon Mayor Hopkins yesterday and 
presented resolutions against playing baseball 
Sunday which requested the Mayor to prohibit 
such games. Mayor Hopkins said he had played 
baseball Sunday, liked to see a Sunday game 
now and then, and thought the youth of the land 
would not be demoralized if allowed to witness 
Sunday games.

3, except ob churches, school-houses, public 
buildings, dwellings, buildings tised exclusively 
for dwellings above the first floor, private sta- 
bles, and the contents of all the buildings speci- 
fied, on which a commission hot exceeding 25 
percent may be allowed. No other allowance 
than the conimission herein provided for in the 
way of rent, clerk hire, brokerage, gifts, gratul- 
ties, or otherwise shall be made to any member 
or broker or employé of such or shall be permiss- 
able.

Losses of $1,°240.093 were incurred, 
and premiums aggregating $4,004,313 were 
reeeived, Life ¢ompanies paid the State of 
Michigan’ taxes/ amounting to $74,323; fire 
companies *$131,703, and other companies 
$6,014; total, $21°2,.040, The total expenses 
of the department were $7,750. Thirty-two 
fraternal beneticiary societies have complied 
with tue law of 1893 and have made reports 
to the. Commissioner, who says that great 
care should be taken to confine the societies 
to simpleideath benetits and never allow them 
to engage in endowment or investment busi- 
ness, which, he claims, is a fraud on its face.

PASSENGER AGENTS TO MEET TODAY 
AND DISOUSS RATES. 


W. F. White of the Santa Fe Will Reach 
Town Today and Will at Once Meet 
General Passenger Agents of All West- 
ern Lines=Final Agreement in the Im- 
migrant Rate Troubles Wi!l Probably 
Be Reached at the Meeting—Western 
Freight Prospects Brighter. . 

Passenger Traftic Manager W. F. White 

of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé is ex- 
pected to arrive in the city from his Western 
trip at 9 o’clock this morning, and at 11 
o clock he is expected to meet with the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents of all the Western 
roads with a view to effecting a final settle- 
ment of theimmigrast rate troubles. The 
indications are that an agreement will be 
reached today. As already stated in Tue 
TRIBUNE, Mr. White objected to*the proposi- 
tion by which the Union Pacific was. to get 
33}¢ per cent of the California business: the 
Rio and connections, 334% per cent: the 
Santa Fé, 26% per cent: and the Southern 
Pacific at El Paso, 6% per cent. Mr. White 
takes the position that asthe Southern Pa- 
cific sends all of its immigrant business via 
New Orleans and wiil not be ud 
member of the immigrant clearmg-house it 
is not entitled to any portion of the business 
ut El Paso, especially as it gets the business of 
the other roads at Ogden. As the Union Pa- 
cific objects to let the Rio Grande havea 
greater share of the business than it gets it- 
self, Mr. White thinks the Santa Fé should 
have the same percentage as the other two 
roads—namely ; 33}¢ per cent. Such arrange- 
ment, however, would be detrimental to the 
interests of the Rock Island and Burlington, 
who would lose by it their proportion of the 
6% per cent. It is now. proposed to com- 
promise the matter by allowing the Santa Fé 
to take 33%¢ of the California business west 
from Colorado common points, but that the 
Rock Island, Burlington, and Missouri Pacific 
be allowed to divide 6% per cent of the 
Santa Fé’s allotment between Chicago and 
Colorado common points. This, it is 
believed, will be satisfactory to all the rouds, 
and it is the opinion that the matter will be 
adjusted today on that basis. If. this is done 
the Santa Fé will take back its notice of with- 
drawal from the clearing-house end the Union 
Pacific willlet all its business go through 
the clearing-house at New York, including 
that controlled by Immigrant Agent Mce- 
Donell, and allow it to be controlled by Gen- 
eral Agent Pratt, who, under the direction of 
Chairman Caldwell, is in charge of tne ciear- 
ing-house in New York. No hope is enter- 
tained that a general agreement for the main- 
tenance of first-class passenger rates between 
Chicago and the Pacific coast can be effected 
at this time, owing to the existing troubles 
with the** Soo” line and Canadian Pacific, but 
the adjustment of the immigrant rate 
troubles, it is believed, will do inuch to se. 
cure a better maintenance of regular rates in 
the West. 


PROSPECTS ARE GETTING BRIGHTER.

Union Pacific and Gulf Roads Have Agreed 
to Restore Rates. 


Prospects for a speedy settlement of the 
Western freight rate complications are getting 
brighter every day. The Missouri Pacific and 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé are the only 
two Western roads that have not yet agreed 
to advance freight rates May 26 to tariff in 
effect May 1 last. The Presidents at their 
meeting yesterday were much cheered by the 
receipt of a notice from the Union Pacific 
that it had decided to advance freight rates 
May 26. Similar information was received 
from the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Mem- 
phis road. It is now confidently expected 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé and Mis- 


souri Pacitie will come to time at the Presi- 
dents’ meeting in this city May °23, and that 


a new agreement for the future maintenance 

of rates will be adopted. The situation in the 

Southwest hasalso greatly improved and all 

the Texas lines, with the exception of the 

Texas Pacific, have consented to $e here May 

“3 and take steps for the resteration of rates 

between Chicago, St. Louis, and points in 

Texas. The Texas Pacific will, no doubt, fall - 
in line as soon as the Missouri Pacific agrees 

to restore rates.

Railroads Refused to Appear. 

ToPEKA, Kas., May 172—| Special. |The State 
Board of Ruilroad Commissioners resumed the 
hearing of the application of petitioners for the 
reduction of freight schedules without any of the 
railroads’ representatives putting in an appear- 
ance. Representatives of the freight department 
of each road in the State were subpoenaed as wit- 
nesses, and several of them were examined this 
afternoon on the subject of rates. Bb. P. Wag- 
gener, General Attorney of the Missouri Pacific. 
said this afternoon: {The refusal of the rail- 
roads to appearin the case has taken from the 
board the opportunity to make polit- 
ical capital out of the hearing. We know the 
board made up the schedule of rates it intended 
to order put in several Weeks ago, and the case 
was decided by the board before it was com- 
menced. Had we appeared and made a fight we 
would practically have acknowledged their juris- 
diction.’ 

To Secure U. P. Government Debt. 

WasHinoaton, D. C., May 17.—The plan for 
settling the indebtedness to the government of 
the Pacific railroads, to which the House Com- 
mittee on Pacific Roads probably will commit 
itself. has been formulated. Today the subcom- 
mittee, Representatives Reilly, Kyle, Powers, 
Hepburn, and Boatner, reported the bill to the 
full committee. The basis of the plan requires 
the extinguishment of the present first mortgage 
and the substitution of a new one, which is to be 
a first lien for the government debt. It will be 
conditioned for semi-annual payments, the effect 
of which will be to constantly decrease the debt 
and gradnally extinguish it. Payments are re- 
quired yearly of $1,650,000 from the Union 
Pacific and $1,500,000 from the Central Pacific. 


Untoen Pacific Receivers Are Sued, 

Denver. Colo., May 17.—At the instance of 
Attorney-General Olney District-Attorney Nash 
has begun suit against the receivers of the Union 
Pacific railroad to annul patents on 7,280 acres 
of land in the vicinity of Denver, some of which 
is worth over $100 an acre. This land was taken 
by the Denver Pacitic and Kansas Pacific, and, 
though it subsequently developed that much of 
it was already occupied by settlers and in several 
cases the land office has already decided against 
the railway, still the company refuses to sur- 
render its claim. , 


Appeal ina Big Railroad Suif, 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 17.—Notice of appeal has 
been filed with the Court of Appeals here\ in the 
suit recently decided in favor of Congressman 
James J. Belden against ex-Judge Stevenson 
Burke and his associate directors of the Colum- 
bus.

Drexel! & Co.. and 
the (entral.Trust company. The suit involves 
$8,000,000 in bonds of the railroad company 
issued in 1881 and secured by mortgage to the 
Central Trust company.

RICHMOND, Va., May 17.—{Special. | B. Negass, 
the London banker, who recently bought the 
Atlantic and Danville railroad, said it was his 
purpose to continue the construction of the ring 
westward from Danville by aroute yet to be 
selected and to connect with some W estern line.

At a meeting of the newly elected directors 
of the Decatur and Eastern railway company in 
Decatur, Ill, yesterday, R. B. Pierce was elected 
General Manager, and William H. Mason, tem- 
porary President.

JENKIN LLOYD JONES ON HIS BELIEF. 


He Presents the Unitarian Conference with 
His Views on Creed. 

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones defined his 
position with regard to Unitarianism before 
the meeting of the Western Unitarian Confer- 
ence held yesterday afternoon in the First 
Unitarian Church, Just as the conference 
was about to adjourn Mr. Jones arose and 
asked the privilege of the floor for a few re- 
marks. Hecalied the attention of his audi- 
ence to the fact that he did not speak in de- 
fense, but before he had contluded his ad- 
dress assumed the color of vindication. He 
said in part: 

I ask you’to share with me the uncertainty of 
the future. But I ought to make this statement 
standing on the floor of this conference. ‘which I 
have served faithfully in one capacity or another 
for twenty-five years. Unitarianism is the expo- 
nent of that culture represented by the names of 
Emerson, Channing. and Hopkins. I need not in 
this presence either repeat or claim my devotion 
to the missionary work that word suggests. But 
in the fullness of time it may come to pass that 
the word Unitarianism may burst its fetters. In 
order to be Unitarians we must put our foot 
on the word at certain times and in certain 
emergencies. 1 speak only = for myself 
and bide the slow unfoldi of 
the future to demonstrate the wisdom or folly of 
my action. If in-the future I shall by any as- 
sumption be obliged to receive thie word as the 
inevitable limit of its own potency. then I shall 
not and do not belong to this conference. The 
career of Universalism as an ism trying to organ- 
ize itself around the word, loaded with ecclesias- 
tical mysticism that was too small for Emerson 
and too inhospitable for Hopkins, if we are try- 
ing to hold to theological trammels, is doomed. 
I say this not in self-defense, but with the future 
of this conference lying heavy at my heart. I say 
it, even though { bring upon myself the ridicule 
and reproach of one who, searching for fellow- 
ship, found himseif companionless. The press 
did not show my position in its true light, be- 
cause the whole truth was not revealed: Wheth- 
er I shail remain more or less in touch with this 
organization remains to be seen. 

A resolution dec.aring that Mr. Jones had 
not withdrawn from the Unitarian denomi- 
nation and that the conference was in hearty 
sympathy with the preacher was presented 
and met with the approval of the body, but 
upon his request it was withdrawn. , 

Officers for the cotning year were elected as 
follows: President, D. L. Shorey: Secretary, 
Allen W. Gould; Treasurer, William Me- 
Fadon. The same board of directors which 
prevailed last year will remain in force. A 
motion was made that the ticket be acted upon 
as a whole, but this proposition met with em- 
phatic opposition by the Rev. Jabez T. Sund- 
erland who suggested that the officers be con- 
sidered separately. It soon transpired that 
Mr. Sunderland objected to the reélection of 
Mr. Gould as secretary, because the latter 
had, in the morning, declared 
himself uno Unitarian, Mr. Sunder- 
land thought that since the conference in 
question was a Unitarian one it ghould only 
have Unitarians for officers. A rising vote 
upon Mr. Sunderland's amendment was called 
for. It was lust by a large majority. A com- 
mittee to take under consideration amend- 
ments to the constitution was appointed, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Fenn, Blake, Wooley. Mer- 
dock, and Judge. It vas left tothe Chair to 
appoint a committee to carry to the Ameri- 
can Congress of Liberal Religionsa word'of 
greeting. The original resolution providing 
for such committee was almost lost in the 
load of amendments and amendments to 
the amendmients, but was finally adopted. 
The committee appointed is as follows: 
Messrs. Shorey, Jones, Blake, Sunderland, 
and McMahon. 

In the evening-ya conference on how to help 
morals was held by members of: the Western 
Conference and Sunday-school Society. 
Papers were read by Prof. C. M. Woodward, 
W.L. Tomlins. W. H. Burke, Celia P.Wooley, 
and Elinor E. Gordon. 

By an odd coincidence Evanston Uni- 
tarians considered the same subject in tueir 
services last Sunday that the Rev. Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones announced in his pulpit on Oak- 
wood boulevard at the mornifig service—the 
withdrawal from denominational bonds. 
This little church at Evanston. has had a 
happy and prosperous existence for three 
years without a name. In fact, it has been so 
happy that it didn’t worry about one, but with 
age itcame to the conclusion that it must 
name itself. For this purpose a meeting was 
held in the church Sunday night and it wus 
found there was a_ strong desire to 
break away from the denominational 
bond. The Rev. James Vila Biakeof this 
city is pastor of the church, and was at the 
meeting, although he did not preside. When 
the rubject came to a vote twenty ballots were 
cast, ten in favor of caliing it the Unitarian 
Church and ten the other way. The President 
arose and said he wastoo gooda Unitarian 
to force anything on his coworshipers that 
they did not want by. casting the decicing 
vote. The ten who voted for the name with- 
drew their votes and it was unanimously de- 
cided to choose a name that did not contain 
the denominational word. It will favérably 
report next Sunday. The Rev. Mr. Biake 
will still remain pastor. 


FAULTS OF AMERICAN SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Dr. J. M. Rice Recommends the Adoption 
of Scientific Teaching. 

‘* Scientific Teaching ”’ was the subject of a 
lecture delivered yesterday by Dr. J. M. Rice 
in Recital Hall. ‘Two hundred school teach- 
ers, school Superintendents, and persons in- 
terested in educational work attended. “ As 
long as our teachers do not receive the proper 
training.’ said Dr. Rice, ** we need not expect 
better results... He denounced the use 
of text books by teachers. He de- 
clared the system of drilling and 
committing to memory not sufficient 
to enabie the pupil to grasp the fundamental 
principles of the various branches. He 
thought if the American schools adopted the 
best point of the German system, the scien- 
titic education, and add it to sympathetic in- 
structions the teaching in American schools 
would become the best in the world. In the 
discussion which followed Col. Parker said as 
soon as American schoolteachers were eman- 
cipated from the domineering tactics of 
superintendents better results could be looked 
for. 


ROCHEGROSSE’S “FALL OF BABYLON.” 


The Big Painting Exhibited Privately at 
the Auditorium. 

George Rochegrosse’s painting, ‘* The Fall 
of Babylon.”’ was exhibited privately at the 
Auditorium yesterday afternoon to 100 critics 
and lovers of high art. The canvas measures 
30x20 feet and when hung occupies a big 
portion of the Auditorium stage. With the 
advantage of extra lighting arrangements 
every feature of the picture showed to ad- 
vantage. “*The Fall of Babylon” was ex- 
hibited the first time in May, 1891, at Paris 
and created a sensation. The artist received 
the medal of honor. The scene represents 
Belshazzar’s banquet hail at the moment of 
the fulfillment of the warning as interpreted 
by Daniel from the handwritmg on the wall. 
Its prominent features are evidence of the 
drunken orgy of the night. A syndicate, com.

COMPLAIN OF STANDARD’S METHODS, 


Boycott Is Advocated by Dealers as the 
Only Means to Combat the Oil Trust. 
Complaint is made from many of the small- 

er dealers in oils of the encroachments and 

merciless fights waged on them by the Stand- 
ard Oil eompany. One dealer said yesterday: 

‘The Standard Oil company has never 
ceased reaching for the trade of the country. 
The lines are | being narrowed steadily and 
surely. Occasionally we get blows which 
strike home more forcibly than the original 
methods, ‘To illustrate: A Chicago dealer 
had a customer in a Chicago suburb, a man 
who bought ojland gasoline by the carload 
and distributed it in the territory about that 
town in.cans. The Standard Oil company’s 
agents went to him and toid him that if he 
did not stop baying oil from parties other 
than the Standard Oil company they would 
put prices down and drive him out of busi- 
ness. He paid noattention to their threats, 
but shortly afterward they put prices down be- 
low cost and forced hitn to purchase froin them 
and cancel his contract with the other dealer. 
This is only one of thousands of instances tak- 
ing place all over the country. I have given, 
the matter considerable thought and it ap- 
pears to me there is only one way of 
uttack—the boycott, if working people gen- 
erally of the country could be induced to be.- 
lieve that their best interests would lie in not 
bnying the product of the Standard Oil com- 
pany and would patronize only that turned 
out by independent refiners it would clip the 
Wings of the monopoly. Another method of 
the Standard is to advance the price df crude 
oil in certain: markets upon which the inde- 
pendents depend for their trade, lowering the 
price of the refined article witha view of 
gradually bankrupting the independent re- 
hners. 

An official of the Standard Qil company 
said of this: ** Boycott progress. That's what 
itamounts to, The Standard Oii- company, 
because of the greater amount of capital in- 
vested, the more skill employed, is able and 
does place a better quality of oil at the cot- 
tager’s door and ata cheaper price than can 
he done by independént refiners. In doing 
this hardships inevitably result. such as the 
crowding out.of trade of small dealers. but 
this is the same oid story that is being enact- 
edall over the world im ali lines of trade 
every day in the year. A man’ with $1,000 
capital will scarcely compete successfully with 
one whose capital is, $1,000,00@. And the 
idea of a crowded out business-man asking 
the public to come to his aid witha boycott 
is as amusing as it is ancient.” 


ALUMINUM TELESCOPE FOR GERMANY.

Metal Greatly Reduces 
the Weight of Instruments, 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 17,—/Special.]— 
There has been completed, and is now ready 
for shipment from this city toa college in 
Germany, what is believed to be the first 
equatorial telescope made ‘in aluminum. It 
is nine and a half feet long, ‘with a trifle over 
nine inches opening. If made of steel it 
would weigh over 200 pounds, but in alumi- 
hum the weight has been reduced 
to . seventy pounds, The manufacturer 
declares that aluminum will hereafter be 
largely used for equaterial engineering 
instruments, The pure metal is entirely too 
soft, but a special alloy makes it equal to the 
best bell metal. Up to date about 1.000 tel. 
escopes have been manufactured in this city 
of aluminum, and all kinds of minor instru- 
ments, inciuding levels, are made. A few 
years ago u special level was made and placed 
in the Capitol to ascertain the exact deflection 
of the dome caused by heat on extremely hot 
days.

FUTURE OF CABLES. 


POOR EARNINGS MAKE INVESTORS 
INQUIRE INTO THE OUTLOOK. 


Quotations All Decline and There Is Sell- 
ing of Both Short and Long Stock= 
Prices Indicate That Traders Do Not 
Believe That West Side Is Earning Its 
Dividend—Bank of England Statement 
Gold Shipments, 


The present depression in the street railway 
stocks is leading to some industrious casting 
up of the situation by investment holders. 
They have seen prices melt away steadily for 
some timein the face of a money market that 
has never been easier. They have lately seen 
a good deal of long stock come on the market 
and prices have slid off with a very little op- 
position. In the case of West Side the de- 
Cline has probably been helped on’ by some 
short selling, but the break has been even 
sharper in the other two street railways, and 
there is little speculation in the fixing of 
quotations for them. The earnings of 
the roads are adniittedly poor. No state- 
ments-have been made showing exactly how 
poor, but. the South Side and West Side at least 
are below the record of 1892 and the North Side 
is not muchabove. It is a foregone conclusion 
that the year is to be a poer one. The decrease 
on the South Side and North Side has not been 
sufficient to arouse any anxiety regarding a con- 
tinuance of dividends, but in the case of the 
West Side, where the margin between earnings 
and dividend payments has always been extreme- 
ly narrow, the position of the dividend rate is 
not so secure. There has been some investment 
selling of all these stocks, based on the decrease 
in traffic. and it is over the prospect for the 
future that a great many holders of these securi- 
ties are now puzzling. 

The South Side can be counted upon with per- 
fect contidence to keep up its dividend rate. The 
competition of the elevated road there is not seri- 
ous. Should the elevated road obtain a down- 
town outlet its competition would be much more 
severely felt, but that is a contingency not yet in 
sight. Quotations for City railway stock, how- 
ever, have not for some time been based on the 
dividend rate alone, but rather upon the fact that 
the earnings far exceeded the dividend require- 
méuat. Should these earnings fall to about the 
sum paid out in regular dividends it is hardly to 
be expected that quotations will keep up even to 
where they are vow. The stock is strongly 
held, however, and the holders are such firm be- 
lievers inthe advantages of street railway in- 
vestment in the long run, that a single year of 
poor business is apt to frighten but few of them, 
and not much attention will be paid to a lower 
range of quotations, should the sale of scattering 
holdings bring that Jabout. 

North Sideearnings are perhaps less affected 
than those of either of the other lines. North 
Side quotations have been buoyed up for some 
time by the belief that a melon will sooner or 
later be cut in the way of the distribution of the 
surplus. Itis now evidett that that surplus is 
not to be distributed in cash, and all that stock- 
holders can look for is some arrangement by 
which that money and probably some more that 
they will be asked to furnish is put into electric 
coustruction. While they get sume new stock at 
par. The poliey of the management in confining 
the business eutirely toshort hauls and in en- 
couraging outlying electric lines and au elevated 
railroad enterprise to take care of the long-haul 
business is one that promises the best of returns 
forthe stockholders. There is practically no 
speculative interest in the stock, and, while it 
moves through a pretty wide range of quotations 
on few sales, it moves up quite readily as it 
moves down. 

The situation with the West Side stock is quite 
another story. In this.stock is concentrated the 
greater part of the local speculative spirit. Quo- 
tations are largely the result of speculative op- 
erations rather than the judgment of investors. 
South Side stock nets the investor 4 per cent 
North‘Side 5 per cent, and West Side 6', per 
cent. Inthe case of the West Side this matter 
of dividend returns seem to be taken little ac- 
count of. While it is generally believed that the 
stock will continue by some book or crook to 
pay ite ¥ percent dividend this year, it is not 
generally believed that it will earn it.

FIRMER TONE IN STOCK MARKET, 


In Wall Street a Number of Stocks Regis- 
ter Slight Advances. 

New York, May 17.—(Special.}|—There was a 
firmer tone to the share speculation at the open- 
ing today anda number of stocks registered ad- 
vances over the closing quotations of yesterday.

Largest Proportion of Cash to Liabilities 
on Kecord, 
May 17.—Today was the strongest 
bank return on record, The proportion of cash 
to liabilities is nearly 66 percent. The reserve 
has increased £1,104,000, £1,059,000 being 
gold imported during the week, £210,000 com- 
ing from Australia and the remainder in bar 
gold and United States coin bought. The gov- 
ernment securities show a light increase, indi- 
cating a desire of the bank to. make suitable in- 
vestments.

TOBACCO MEN CONFER WITH APPRAISER 
Show Difference in Wrapper and Filler to 
Secure More Liberal Customs. 

Local tobacco importers appeared before 
United States Appraiser Frank Hoyne and 
Martin J. Russeli, Coliector of Customs, yes- 
terday morning at the Appraiser’s store, Har. 
rison and Sherman streets, ih an endea\or to 
furnish the government officials with infor- 
mation which will enable them to appraise 
tobacco in a manner so there will be no dis. 
crimination against local importers. The im- 
porters claim that there is not the right dis. 
crimination between free-working filler to- 
bacco and wrapper, tobacco. The duty upon 
the wrapper grade is $2 per pound, while on 
the other it is but 35 cents. Local importers 
claim appraisers at other ports construe the 
Treasury Department decision in the anatter 
liberally, admitting almost all leaf tobacco 
under the 35 cents duty, but the Chicago 
oftice refuses to make such a construction. 
Among the|ifpporters present at yesterday’s 
meeting were Eugene Vallens, Sutter Bros. 
G. Florenz, aud Messrs. Wedeles. Meyer, 
Hecht, and Garcia. Samples collected at 
random from consigninénts to the United 
states warehouses were submitted by Ap- 
praiser Hoyne for the inspection of the tobac- 
co men. All the samples were said to be the 
filler stock, with a small percentage of tobac- 
co suitable for wrappers. Yt was further said 
that no one could tell what Prcpértion of a 
bale was suitable for wrapping purposes until 
the material is sorted out for the use of the 
cigarmaker, From the information obtained 
from the importers the government officials 
expressed themselves satisfied Eastern ap- 
praisers were admitting tobacco undér a more 
liberal interpretation of she ‘Treasury decis- 
ions than was in yogue in Chicago, but no in- 
timation was made of what action would be 
taken by them,

Sec. 1 of Rule XXI., your Board of Directors wish 
to present to the association some of the reasons 
why, in their opinion, such an amendment onght 
not to be urged, and why, if adopted, it would 
not prove salutary in its results: 

1. The business of warehousing grain is open 
to all members of the Board of ‘lrade whose 
houses may be declared regular on complying 
with the rules and regulations of the board. 

2. There is no provision in the warehouse law 
of this State prohibiting warehousemen from 
buying grain for storage in their @wn houses og 
from selling same from store. 

3. It is in evidence that a not unimportant part 
of the grain received in Chicago .is brought 
here by elevator proprietors in spite of adverse 
trade conditions and the proposed restrictions to 
their business would not result in a correspond. 
ing increase in the trade of other members of che 
board. 

4. We do not believe that our speculative busi. 
ness would survive the loss of our cash grain 
trade. and if it be true that the elevator proprie-. 
tor is a necessary factor inthe moving of much 
of our grain toward this market, then any vio- 
lent curtailing of his business would tead toward 
the diminution of our speculative trade.

CONTEST OVER IRRIGATION CLAUSE. 


Agriculture Appropriation 
by the House. 

W ASHINGTON, LD. C., May 17.—Among the 
bills favorably reported in the House today 
was one by Mr. Chickering of New York, 
from the Committee on Railways and Canals, 
to inquire into the feasibility of. constructing 
aship canal from the Hudson River to the 
great lakes. After the call of comrnittees the 
House went into Committee of the Whole to 
cousider the agriculture appropriation bill, 
and Mr. Richardson of Tennessee took the 
chair, Representative Herman (Kep., Ore.) 
offered an amendment raising the appropria- 
tion for irrigation investigations from $8,000 
to $295,000, 

Members from Texas, California. and the 
arid regions of the West and Southwest de- 
manded one and two hours to discuss. the par- 
agraph and amendinents, while Mr. Hatch 
was willing to concede only twenty _ minutes. 
Mr. Hatch’s motion to close debate in twenty 
tininutes Was amended by Mr. Cannon ( Rep., 
Lil. )so as to make it one hour, when the House 
divided, sixty-one to seventy-seven, and Mr. 
Cunnon made the point-of no quorum, Then 
followed a period of filibustering, resulting 
in fixing the limit of debate at thirty minutes. 
Mr. Herman’s amendment was defeated. An 
amendment was adopted authorizing the 
Secretary of Agriculture to investigate 
the nutritive value of food  prod- 
ucts; also an amendment providing for the 
introduction of ramie; also an amendment 
providing that persons who should knowingly 
publish-a false weather forecast or warnings 
should be punished. An amendment was 
also adopted authorizing the Secretary of 
Agriculture to inquire as_ to the feasibility of 
displaying weather signals from postal cars. 

AtS o'clock the Consideration of the bill 
was concluded, and the Committee of the 
Whole having risen the bill was favorably re- 
ported to the House and the previous qgues- 
tion being ordered the bill was passed in spite 
of Mr. Marsh’s etforts to recommit.

MAJORITY FAVORS PRESENT SITE, 


Public Buildings Committee’s Report on 
Chicago’s Building. 

Wasninaton, D. C., May 17.—[Special.]— 
Congressman Sweet, who was intrusted with 
the duty of preparing the majority report by 
the committeemen who visited Chicago in the 
interest of a public building, has completed 
his task and it will be submitted to the Public 
Buildings and Grounds committee at the meet. 
ing Saturday morning. Although no particu- 
lar bill or plan is recommended by the ma- 
jority, great stress is laid upon the advisa- 
bility of putting a new structure fora public 
building upon the present site. This action 
was deemed advisable on account of the 
known preferences of the Chicago Congres- 
sional delegation. 

Statistics are furnished by Mr. Sweet show- 
ing the space occupied by employés in the 
prosent building and what will be required 
for their comfort, attention being called to 
the necessity for more light and better ventila- 
tion than is now afforded. Asto plans for a 
new building that in the opinion of the com. 
mittee will come directly under the Supervis- 
ing Architect of the ‘Treasury Department, 
and hence the majority report is not commit- 
ted touny particular scheme. Meimnbers of 
the Chicago delegation, however,are of the opinu- 
iou that when the full committee hears the 
arguments advanced favorable to the Aldrich- 
McGignn compromise proposition that the 
building be put on the Lake-Front if title can 
be secured by May 1, L805, this suggestion 
will be adopted. 

There are fifteen members of the committee, 
and Chairman Bankhead and Mr. Bretz will 
in their minority report urge that a_ prefer- 
ence be given to the Lake-Fronit, particularly 
for a Postoffice. Ata meeting of the com-

Records Show the Amount of Freight Car- 
ried and the Average Cost. 

Wasninuton, D. &., May 17.—[Special. |— 
Statistics connected with operating and care 
of St. Muary’s Falls Canal, Michigan, during 
the seuson of L843 has been submitted to 
by the Secretary of War. Gen. 
Casey says of Col. Poe’s report that it con- 
tains much valuable information respecting 
our lake commerce, and in view of the mag- 
nitude and importance of the interests in- 
volved it should be printed for the informa- 
tion of Congress.

Propeller Ma- 
toa made’ the greatest number of miles, 42,939, 
and the Mariposa carried the greatest amount of 
freight, S87,76U. tons, Propeller * Selwyn hddy 
carried the largest single cargo of the season, 
3.686 net tons.

GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITOL, 


Port Hole Pilates on the Columbia Are 
Placed Upside Down. 

WasHInGTon, D. C.. May 17.—-There has been 
much interest in the Navy Department in finding 
out who made the mistake on the Columbia, in 
placing the port hole plates of the four-pound 
yuns. It was found that these guns could not be 
elevated. the tube being jammed against the fop 
of the port holes. Comparison of the plans show 
that no error las been made in measurement. 
The explanation accepted is that the otlicers who 
placed the plates in position reversed them, so 
that the bottom comes where the top should be. 
Frem the reports received the experts.in the 
Navy Department believe that the inistake can 
be easily corrected by turning the plates around. 


To Refund Fines on Sheriffs. 


An issue of the trouble between the State of 
South Carolina and the railroads managed by 
the Federal courts through receivers has been 
passed upon by the: House Committee on Claims. 
It has been decided to favorably report the bill 
introduced by Representative Latimer to refund 
to the State $1,500, the amount of fines imposed 
on the Sheritfs of Newberry and Aiken Counties 
two years ago for their action in levying upon 
the property of the Richmond and Danville and 
South Carolina railroads. The United States 
Cireuit Court ordered the receivers to pay the 
old rate of tax. Judge Simonton fined the Sher- 
iffs $500 each for contempt of court, but the 
tines were paid by the State.

They have done their work very clumsi- 
ly. In some cases they have given more pro- 
tectionthan the present law does. In other 
cases they have cut off a little protection, and 
thus taken 10 per cent off the wages of the men 
employed in those industries. In some other 
cases they have taken off a great deal of pro- 
tection and cut down the wages of employés 
25 or 30 per cent. They have huddled to- 
gether a mass of incongruities offensive to a 
protectionist or # free trader. 

The Republican Senators are opposed to 
the spirit of this*bill. They think the theory on 
which it is made is a destructive one. It is 
their duty as patriotic representatives to say 
soand to say why they think so. It is their 
duty to point to industries which are suffering 
now because of the expectation of the reversal 
of the policy of the last thirty-three years and 
to beg for the révival of those industries by the 
simple expedient of abandoning the warfare 
on protection. It is their duty when they see 
one industry hit harder than another without 
rhyme or reason to do all thatis in their 
power to remove the inequality. They would 
be untrue to their constituents if they did not 
seek to make the bill somewhat decenter and 
at least a little destructive than it was 
when it reached the Senate. 

Under ordinary circumstances it should take 
more time to debate this bill than the McKin- 
ley one. The Democrats have made the con- 
sumption of a great deal more time necessary 
by injecting an income tax provision into 
their. bill. It will take some weeks to discuss 
that part of the bill thoroughly and to éxpose 
its offensive features. The Democrats may 
use up considerable time in defending this 
new principle which they have borrowed from 
the Populists and the Socialists. It is. possi- 
ble that the Democrats will remain silent. 
The Republicans certainly will not. The peo- 
ple want this.income tax business discussed 
and the Republicans will accommodate them. 

Therefore it will be some time before the 
tariff bill with its reduced protection be- 
comes alaw. But forall practical purposes 
the people are living under thatlaw now. Em- 
ployers discounted its effects long ago. If 
any man is curious to know what his wages 
will be under the Democratic tariff bill he 
has but to look at what he is getting now. 
The Democrats say the skies will brighten the 
minute itisa law. Sensible men know bet- 
ter. As nothing, therefore, is to be gain2d by 
hurry let the Senate discuss the tariff bill in 
a calm and dispassionate manner. It may be 
that before its consideration is finished the 
Republicans will|be able to save something 
here and there for American labor.

LOWEST PRICES FOR WHEAT. 

Again wheat has * broken the record.”’ The 
price forthe standard grade in this market 
went down to 53'4 cents per bushel yester- 
‘day, the inside figure for July delivery being 
553g cents. That is 14¢ cents below the bot- 
tom point touched during the panicky condi- 
tions of last summer which followed the an- 
nouncement that the mints in India had been 
closed to the coinage of silver. It is 1 cent 
less than the 55 cents of June and July, 
1861, which was the lowest. record made in 
a third of a century preceding 1893, and the 
average of the market since last June is lower 
than for any corresponding time in this mar- 
ket since 1852, when spring wheat averaged 
about 434¢ cents per bushel for the whole 
season of buying from the farmer. . It also 
may be noted that the purchases of wheat 
made in this city forty years ago were from 
the ** prairie: schooner,’ or farmer's wagon, 
so that our market of those days correspond. 
ed to that of several hundred miles farther 
West today, Putting all these facts together, 
it may be claimed that wheat in this market 
was never before so low in price as it is now. 

The transportation factor thus enters un- 
equaliy into the problem for comparison of 
prices in this city today with those of the long 
ago. It enters more equally into the price 
problem for different dates in the English 
markets. Changing English currency into 
American, we have the following as the aver- 
age London prices per bushel for the periods 
named: From 1840 to 1849, the last named 
year immediately followimg'the discovery of 
gold in California, $1.73; from 1850 to 
1859, $1.67; from 1860 to 1865, $1.51: in 
the next ten years, $1.71, This week the 
price of No, 2 red winter wheat in Liverpool 
has been quoted at 4s 7d per 100 pounds, 


‘which is equal to little more than 68 cents 


per bushel after paying all charges for trans- 
portation from foreign countries. 


The latest price in London is less than 10 
per cent above half the 40 shillings per quur- 
ter of eight bushels which used to be talked of 
as a safe figure at which to buy whenever the 
market dipped to that figure. The present

can remember to have been for years regard- 

ed asanequally safe buying point in this. 
market. Of course reduced transportation 

charges have a great deal todo with this re- 

duction. Wheat can be sent frem Chicago to 

Liverpool for little more than nine cents per 

bushel, or about a quarter of what the same 

service cost twenty to twenty-five years ago, 

But after allowing for that there still isa big 

shrinkage from the advance due to the dis- 

covery of gold in California and Australia. 

Doubtless much if not all of this should be 

set down to the account of cheaper methods 

of production. The use of farming machinery 

enabled the grower to dispense with much 

human labor, and the subsequent cheapening 
in the price of that machinery decreased the 
outlay necessary to the employment of this 
labor saver. Greater competition by the 
wheat growers of other countries, notably 
those of Russia, India, Australia, and South 
America, has done the rest. 

The. acceleratea decline of the last two or 
three years may have been made all the 
greater bv the panic of last year, but the great 
inciting cause was the enormous crop of 
wheat raised in the United States in 1891, 
followed by one of much more than the aver- 
age yield. It was the big surplus from those 
two crops that broke down prices, and that 
surplus appears to hate been at least 100 
million bushels more than was officially esti- 
muted in the years namned. It is fair to sup- 
pose that there will be a reaction from the 
depth of excessively low prices when the world 
finds that the accumulation has been worked 
off. there! is some reason to think 
that near being reached now. 
The fact once established’ there maye 
be a revulsion that will carry the mar- 
ket as much too high as it now jis too low. 
But, whatever other conditions may be, so 
long as we have a surplus that must be of- 
fered for saie in the United Kingdom the sell- 
ers here will have to accept for their wheat 
what it would sell for abroad. after taking 
allowance for cost of transportation and 

That price-is reckoned on the 
gold basis. Probably the wheat prices of the 
future will be reckoned on the same _ basis, 
and if, owing to free coinage, the money 
should be paid in depreciated silver the money 
received would do the American farmer no 
more good than if it were paid indollars each 
one equal in buying power to a gold dollar. 
So it is idle to talk about silver ‘inflation as 
desirable because its edvocates think it would 
enable the American farmer to realize a larg- 
er number of * doilars*’ per bushel.

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THE LEGISLATIVE GERRYMANDER. — 

The Constitution orders the Legislature in 
forming Senatorial districts to give them ‘“‘as 
nearly as practicable an equal number of in- 
habitants.”’ The Attorney-General says this 
is merely a “general expression,’’ and that 
all its framers intended by it was that the 
Legislature might make the districts nearly 
equal in -population if it felt like it. Bpt 
as Mr. Moloney, although he is Attorney- 
General, knows precious little about luw no 
attention need be paid to his dictum. The 
words which he calls a ** general expression ”’ 
are a command to the Legislature and were 
meant assuch. They were inserted to assist 
in securing equal representation, and thus to 
give equal pélitical power to equal numbers 
of people. 

The wisdom of this provision is apparent 
from the instances of its violation: which 
abound in the Democratic gerrymander of 
1893. The Thirty-tifth District is made up 
of the Counties of Knox, Warren, Mercer, 
and Henderson, with a total population of 
88,454, or 13,428 more than the ratio. The 
adjoining Twenty-eighth District is composed 
of Hancock, McDonough, and Schuyler, with 
75.387 people. This is as near the ratio as 
one can be expected to get. But in order to 
make these two districts as nearly equal in 
population us practicable Henderson should 
be taken from one district and added to the 
other. Then the first would have 78,578 and 
the second 85,263, the difference between 
them being only 6,685 inhabitants, or only 
half what it is now. 

Surely it was ‘practicable ”’ to shift Hen- 
derson from one district to the other. Why 
then was not it done so as to equalize the two 
more nearly? The explanation is to be found 
in the election returns, without which the ap- 
portionment of 1893 is incomprehensible. 
The four counties in the Thirty-fifth District 
are all Republican. Of those in the Twenty- 
eighth two are Democratic and one Republic- 
an. The district as it stands gave 970 Demo- 
cratic majority in 1892. If Henderson with 
its 430 Republican majority were attached to 
this district the Democratic margin would be 
cut down to°540. In order to run no risks 
and be sure of this district beyond question 
the Democrats kept Henderson out, though if 
they had obeyed the Constitution they would 
have included it. 

The Forty-third District is made up of the 
Counties of Edgar, Clay, Cumberland, and 
Effingham. with a total population of 83,467, 
while the Forty-fifth takes in Crawford, Jas- 
per, Richland, and Lawrence, with 65,183 in- 
habitants. The difference between them is 
18,284. The last named district answers the 
geographical requirements of the Constitu- 
tion perfectly. The Forty-third is a mis- 
shapen monster. If these eight counties had 
been arranged so as to make one district out 
of Edgar, Clay, Crawford, and Lawrence and 
the other out of Cumberland, Effingham, Jas. 
per, and Richland each district) would have 
been composed of compact and contiguous 
territory, while the population of one would 
have been 80,662 and of the other 68,008. 
The difference would have been 12.654 in. 
stead of 18,284, as now, 

If the provisions about compactness and 
contiguity of territory and as near an ap- 
proach as practicable to equality of populh- 
tion mean anything, clearly a different ar- 
rangement of these eight counties from the 
one found in the apportionment law should 
have been made. A man familiar ‘with the 
lilinois Constitution but unfamiliar with IIli- 
nois politics would say at once that the change 
suggested above should be made. 

Why was it not? Simply because as the dis- 
tricts stand one of them on. the basis of the 
vote of 1892 will have a Democratie major- 
ity of 1,380 and the other of 870. If rear. 
ranged in accordance with the Cénstitution 
one of them would be heavily Democratic 
while the other would be debatable ground, 
having 76 Republican majority at the last 
election. Jn order to be sure of* two districts 
the Democrats made an ‘apportionment which 
gives to 65,183 people as much political 
power as is possessed by 83,467 residents in 
another district. This is one of those odious 


political inequalities which the framers of the 


Constitution hoped they had reduced to a 
minimum, 

The Forty-ninth District is St. Clair Coun- 
ty, which haz a population of 66.571. The 
Forty-eighth District is made up of Monroe, 
Randolph, Perry, and Jackson, with a popu- 
lation of 80,335. Here is a difference of 13.- 
764 between twa contiguous districts, Was 
it necessary? Not at all. If the adjoining 
County of Monroe had been attached to St. 
Clair one district. would have had 79,519 
people and the other 70,387, or a difference 
of 9,132. 

The explanation of the failure to make two 


districts as nearly equal as practicable in pop- 
ulation is that the Forty-eighth district as it

stances where the Legislature has done the 
things it ought not to have done and has left 
undone the things it ought to have done, and 
are going to ask the Supreme Court to declare 
a law a nullity which contains so many un- 
constitutional provisions. Aud the court will 
do it unless it is of the opinion that the Leg- 
islature igs superior to the Constitution and 
is not bound by its mandates. 


THE ELECTION COMMISSIONERS’ CASE. 
The Election Commissioners having refused 
to produce the ballots called for by the grand 
jury Judge Chetlain yesterday fined them 
$1,000 each. In order that the delicate feel- 
ings of Messrs. Hutchings, Keenan, and Scho- 
mer might be spared, or, as their counsel put 
it, they *‘ might not be humiliated in the pres- 
ence of thisconclave,”’ they were not required 
to be present in court when the Judge gave 
hisdecision. Thethree sensitive plants waited 
around the correr until they kneW just what 
the Judge had ordered. 

Then they surrendered themselves to The 
Sheriff, but were at once taken out of His 
hands ona writ of habeas corpus. If the 
Judge or Judges before whom the arguments 
are heard on that writ decide. against the 
Commissioners an appeal will be taken to the 
Appellate Court. If that court believes in 
punishing election frauds an appeal will be 
taken to the Supreme Court. If it holds that 
the Coinmissioners should produce the bai- 
lots then the Democrats will havé to raise 
$3,000 with which to pay the fines imposed 
on them for their exertions in defense of the 
judges and clerks whom they appointed, and 
who are charged now with gross election 
frauds. 

Judge Chetlain made short work in his de- 
cision of many of the flimsy pleas urged by 
the counsel for the Commissioners. It was 
claimed in their behalf that the Jaw said the 
ballots should be kept sealed for six months 
and should not be opened except in case of a 
contest, and that, therefore, they could not be 
inspected by the grand jury. The answer 
made to that was that if the Legislature had 
wished to interfere with the powers of courts 
and grand juries to investigate and punish 
crimes against the purity of the ballot box it 
would have done go directly and not by im- 
plication. If the Legislature had been of the 
opinion the ballots should not be used as evi- 
dence it would have said so. The Legislature 
having imposed a severe penalty for making 
fraudulent returns it cannot be assumed that 
itat the same time made punishment impos- 
sible by depriving a grand jury of the power 
to ascertain whether false returns had been 
made, f 

The counsel for the Commissioners claimed 
that the ballots could be used only as evi- 
dence in the contested election case of Swift 
versus Hopkins, and that if the grand jury 
were allowed to see them great harm would 
be done to the interests of some one. The 
answer is that even if the private rights of 
one of those persons were injured by the ex- 
amination of the ballots by the grand jury 
the private right must yield to the public 
good, the detection and punishment of Crime 
being of more consequence than the title to 
an office. But neither Mr. Hopkins nor Mr. 
Swift eculd be injured if the Election Com- 
missioners were to take these baliots and per- 
mit the grand jury to examine them. They 
would be still in the custody of court officers. 
The jurors would not steal or mutilate them. 
When through with them they would be re- 
turned intact to the custody of the Commis- 
sioners. 

There is not much room for doubt as to 
what the decision of the Supreme Court will 
be. It will hold that the inherent powers of 
a grand jury to inquire whether the election 
laws have been violated have not been so 
limited by legislation as to make it impossi- 
ble for them to get hold of the best and most 
conclusive evidence of a violation. Should 
the court hold otherwise it will be impossible 
to have honest elections. Judges and clerks 
will ftaisify the returns without fear, knowing 
that the ballots, the sole evidence of their ras. 
cality, cannot be reached by court or jury. 


CLEAN UP THE CITY. 

A beginning has been made in the business 
of cleaning up. Itisa little beginning, but 
it is better than nothing. The eontractor for 
the Thirty-fourth Ward, the Woodlawn dis- 
trict, has promised to put on extra teams, and 
Superintendent Schofield also has promised 
that the street-cleaning force shall be set to 
work at once. So there is a fair prospect that 
the streets and alleys in that district will be 
cleaned, and that the long-neglected garbage 
boxes will be emptied. This is the outcome 
of indignation meetings held by the people. 
Why are they not held in every ward? Why 
do not the citizens of Chieago rise and de- 
mand that the whole city shall be cleaned? 

The action at Woodlawn is all right, and it is 
encouraginy as far as it goes. But Woodlawn 
is only one locality inthis big city, therefore 
it is a shortstep forward. Almost every block 
in Chicago is filthy. There is not a street or 
an alley properly cleaned, and some of them 
are not cleaned at all. Thousands of garbage 
boxes have not been emptied for weeks. 
Woodlawn is a clean district as compared 
with many others, asit has a private improve- 
ment company. It is clean as compared with 
the First Ward, right here in the-business 
heart of the city, whose Alderman can find 
time to go raiding a few opium joints, but has 
not a word to say as to the abom- 
inable filth, litter, and garbage scattered 
allover the ward. What are the Alderinen of 
the Second and Third Wards doing? There 
are streets in those wards which are growing 
almost intolerable owing to the stench rising 
from long accumulated filth. There are 
teams dumping all kinds of filth, garbage, 
and dead animals directly into the lake all the 
way from Twenty-sixth to Thirty-ninth street, 
poisoning both the water and the air. All over 
this Gity indeed waste paper is thrown into 
the streets, street standkeepers throw their 
refuse into the already choked-up gutters, sa- 
loon and restaurant keepers dump their filth 
where they please, all because they can do it 
with impunity and because they know they 
will not be prosecuted. Meanwhile the stuff 
they throw into the streets and alleys remains 
there and daily additions are made to it, while 
housekeepers are in despair because theirgar- 
bage boxes are running over and scavengers 
are not doing their duty. 

If this city is not to suffer in reputation, if 
its health returns which have been so credit- 
able in’ years past‘are not to tell a disgrace- 
ful story, it is timeto call a halt upon filth. 
Already we are paying the penalty. Inefficient 
and unintelligent as the Health Department 
has been it is a question whether under re- 
verse conditions it could have accomplished 
much so long as the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment remained still moreinefiicient. It is no 
wonder that smalipox and scarlet and ty- 
phoid fever are prevalent when the conditions 
favoring the outbreak and progress of these 
diseases exist on every hand. The order of 
the Mayor for wholesale vaccination will be 
of little account if present conditions are al- 
more to 


the point-if he can find time to insist upon it 
that the city shall becleaned, that contractors 
shall honestly live up to their contracts, and 
that people deliberately violating city ordi- 
nances shail be prosecuted. Clean up the 
city, Mr. Mayor. Then there will be no 
smallpox and malarial fevers,

It is to be hoped thatthe present grand jury 
will not finish its labors without inquiry into 
the manner of selecting the judges and clerks 
of election. If the law had been properly 
observed in their selection there would have 
been no complaint about ballot-box stuffing, 
registry. stuffing, and false counts, The law 
provides that the Republicans shall be repre- 
sented by three reputable men of good intelli- 
gence at over 400 precincts, and by two rep- 
utable men of good character at all the other 
precincts. It provides for a similar repre- 
sentation for the Democrats, If this repre 
sentation had been given at the last three 
elections there would have been no occasion 
for impaneling the special grand jury. I 
would be interesting to know how many of 
the judges and clerks appointed last March 
on twelve hours’ notice by Judge Scales, and 
without giving anybody an opportunity to 
object, are not in the language’of the law of 
"good repute and character,’’ of * good in- 
telligence and able to speak, read, and write 
the English language,’ and how many do not 
‘‘understand the fundamental rules of arith- 
metic.”” What means are taken to ascertain 
whether the judges and clerks are upto the 
legal standard in those matters? All these 
are pertinent subjects for grand jury inquiry, 
and it is to be hoped some ‘action will be 
taken on them.

Of 
the latter, Miss Sarah Truax, who essayed the 
heroine réle of Hester Grazebrook in “An Un- 
equal Match,” was set forth in ‘a particularly 
pleasing light, Her agreeable portrayal of the 
vivified statue in ‘‘ Pygmalion and Galatea ”’ pre- 
sented by the students of the conservatory Sev- 
eral months ago was rich in promises which were 
well realized by her interpretation of Tom Tay- 
lor’s heroine yesterday. As the simple country 
girl in the earlier scenes Miss Truax caught the 
spirit of the part, and gave a pleasing, ingenuous 
performance. As the doubting, distraught wife, 
and finally asthe aristocratic, dissembling co- 
quette and adventuress in the final act she re- 
vealed many qualities which, if properly utilized, 
ought to fit her for a creditable position un 
the stage. Miss Truax acted with too 
much passivity, which was the only fault 
strongly in evidence. She possesses a grace 
ful, pleasing presence, is thoronghly at 
ease on the stage, and brings to her aid a well- 
modulated voice and excellent delivery. Miss 
Truax will next season become 4 member of Otis 
Skinner’s company, one of her parts having been 
already assigned as Nerissa in ** The Merchant of 
Venice.”” W.N. Wadsworth gave a moderately 
acceptable rendition of the réle of Sir Sowerby 
Honeywodéd. He, too, will soon join Otis Skin- 
ner’s forces. Marshall Stedman, frequently seen 
in amateur performances, interpreted the part of 
the artist, Harry Arnclitfe, the husband in “An 
Unequal Match.” He has searcely lessened the 
artificiality of. his acting, although bis work was 
by no means lacking in good qualities. Mr, Sted- 
man has not yet reached the “long-haired ”’ period 
of an actor's life, hence the omission of his fierce 
mustaches and a more conventional mode of 
dressing his hair would improve his appearance. 
Arthur Lay met with a considerable degree of 
success in the low comedy role of Blenkinsop, 
while Walter Kilbourne was not as suc 
cessful as  Tofts. W. G. Taylor failed 
to mastér the Yorkshire dialect of (raze- 
brook, which told severely upon tho im- 
pression he gave of the part. Roy Fairchilds 
as Botcherby and Miss Meta Maynard as the ad- 
venturess were both agreeable. Miss Nott gave 
a fresh, vivacious interpretation of Bessy, The 
farce, ‘‘My Neighbor's Wife,” which came first 
on the bill, proved a fiasco as far as the play was 
concerned, as its situations were strained and 
weak and its humor was-not humorat all. Its 
shadowy plot told of the efforts of a young hus- 
band to cure two neighbors of their attentions to 
other people's wives. The piece was given with 
considerable animation by Marshall Stedman,

iffs, bailiffs, etc., of his: staff yesterday and 
gave them the ultimatum of resigning or giv- 
ing up their candidacies for various offices, 
They concluded they would not resign. They 
will not continuein the tield as candidates, 
however. If by any chance one of them 
should be nominated without solicitation he 
will be expected to hand in his resignation.

CLERGY WILL FIGHT FOR CHURCH. 


Strong Opposition Manifested Against Dis- 
establishment in Wales, 

Lonpon, May 17.—A manifesto signed by 
the English Archbishops and by thirty-one 
Bishops has been addressed to the members 
of the Church of England in Wales. The 
manifesto declares the bill for the disestab- 
lishment of the church in Wales, if it should 
become law, would weaken the unity of the 
church and alienate the qncient gifts by 
which the service of God and the pastoral 
care of the people were maintained for cen- 
turies; that it would deprive the poor of their 
legal rights to seats in the churches and of the 
the ministration of the clergy to their sick and 
dymg; and would reduce the church in Wales 
to penury, thereby impeding the worship of 
God. The manifesto appeals to the poor and 
the rich to consider the matter fully and 
urges laymen and the clergy to explain the 
matter to the people, though the clergy, it is 
added, must refrain from reference to the 
bill in the pulpit, thus keeping the house of 
God free from contention. The clergy, how- 
ever, are instructed to insert in their services 
a special collection fér the preservation of the 
church. Christian electors are asked to con- 
sider how their votes can preserve them from 
an alienation of the rights enjoyed for ages 
for God’s service and the people’s welfare.

G, A MORRISON TESTIFIES AT THE 


NORTHERN PAOIFIO HEARING. 


He Says the Wisconsin Central Was Leased 
Partly to Save on Through Freights= 
He Was Satisfied as to the Value of Chi- 
cago Terminal Preperty=Anna Gould’s 
Engagement Broken Off=Meyer Jury 
OuteScheme for Settling Transconti- 
nental Rate Situation. 


New Yorx, May 47.—{Special.]—The in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the Northern Pa- 
cific railway at today’s session was occupied 
largely with obtaining light on the manage- 
ment transactions from George A. Morrison, 
formerly a director. Mr. Morrison is a New- 
Yorker, although one of the counsel charac- 
terized him in an aside as a “canny Scot,”’ 
and was about the most willing and altogether 
satisfactory witness the investigators have 
had on their rack, Mr. Morrison is a mem- 
ber of the firm of E. H. Harriman & Co. and 
President of the Liberty Fire Insurance com- 
pany. He said the first he heard of 
the proposed purchase of the Chica- 
go terminal properties was after he 
joined the Board of. Directors; the 
matter was talked of informally among the 
directors and was subsequently formally laid 
before them for action. He understood one 
reason for leasing the Wisconsin Central was 
the saving that would be effected on through 
freight to and from the Pacific coast, for 
which through bilis of lading were given, 
Prior to making that lease, the witness said, 
they had to pay more for the short haul than 
they got for the long hadi. This 
Mr. Morrison said, he 
obtained from Mr. Villard and _ others. 
He got independent information, however, as 
was his custom in such matters. He was 
satisfied at the time as to the value of the 
terminal properties in Chicago. Nothing was 
said about those properties belonging to 
Messrs.»Colby, Abbott, and Hoyt. Had he 
been so informed he would certainly have re- 
membered it. Mr. Morrison knows all about 
the reports of experts as to the values of the 
properties and said he believed an independent 
examination and valuation had been made in 
behalf of the bondholders. 

Because Villard Wished It. 

So far as he could now 1cmember he was 
of the opinion that when he voted for leasing 
the Wisconsin-Central he had no knowledge 
that any other properties would have to ve 
acquired for terminal purposes. He had not 
known that the Oregon and Transcontinental 
company owned any ofthe properties at the 
time the arrangement was made for that com- 
pany to act as the agents for the acquirement 
of said properties, and he did not remember 
that any reason was stated at the time why 
the Oregon and Transcontinental should act 
in that capacity. They did so, he said, so far 
as he remembered, in accordance with the 
recommendation of Mr. Villard. 

Mr. Morrisoh was questioned by Mr. Pettit 
about the Rocky Fork Coal company and the 
Rocky Fork and Cooke City railway com- 
pany, but he confessed to knowing little of 
those matters. He remembered distinctly it 
was represented to the directors that’ the 
Rocky Fork and Cooke City railroad com- 
pany cost as much as the Northern Pasific 
company paid for it and that its great cost 
was due to the fact that it had been built in 
the winter and that much of it had to be re- 
built, Not owning a dcllar in it himself at 
that time he had no suspicion, he said, that 
any other director had a personal interest 
in it. 

Then the examination branched off on 
Northerr Pacific and Manitoba affairs, but the 
witness did not know much about them. 

‘* What was the use of buying the Northern 
Pacific and Manitoba, anyhow?’ 

‘* Merely to fight the Canadian Pacific—to 
keep up rates. It would be a lever for bring- 
ing the opposition to time.”’

Then the witness was cross-examined by Mr. 
McNaught. Asked as to what he meant by 
the term ‘‘unique,’’ referring to the Chicago 
terminals in his direct examination, he said 
he meant there was hot another property in 
Chicago that was so adinirably suited for ter- 
minal purposes. The witness said Mr. Oakes 
always had attended to his duty. 


Contractor Comings Questioned. 


Edward Comings. a railway contractor, was 
next called. Hesaid in the fall of 1887 and 


. the fore part of 1888 he had graded forty-six 


miles of the Rocky Fork and Cooke City rail- 
way. He was paid $54,000 for his work. 

**Who paid you?”’ 

** It’s pretty hard to tell where the money 
came from.” 

The witness was asked what he knew about 
the cost of the building of the road, and he 
said that the rails were second-hand, and were 
purchased from the Northern Pacific at $30 
aton. The ties costall the way from 23 to 
40 cents each. In his judgment the cost of 
the entire railroad was not more than 
$450,000. He was asked about the 
Rocky Fork coal mines at Red Lodge, and he 
gave a detailed description of the property, 
and told much about its history. The mines 
were at one time in the possession of a gen- 
tleman known as “ Yankee Jack.”’ The cost 
of the development of the mines was $55,000. 
On cross-examination by Mr. McNaught the 
witness admitted he was neither a machinist, 
a bridge builder, nor a track layer, and that 
he had never constructed a tank ora plat- 
form. He furthermore admitted that about 
nine-tenths of his information was simply 
hearsay. 

George S. Baxter, Treasurer of the North- 
ern Pacific was asked tnany questions concern- 
ing financial transactions between the North- 
ern Pacific on one hand and the Northern Pa- 
cific and Manitoba, the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific, and the Rocky Fork on the other, but 
not much information was obtained owing to 
the poor memory of the witness. He remem- 
bered receiving large amounts in bonds and 
cash, but he could not tell what had been done 
with these specific sums. The Northern Pa- 
cific agreed to pay for the Northern Pacific 
and Manitoba, when completed, 5,200 bonds 
of the value of $1,000 each, but fhe road 
when turned over to the Northern Pacific was 
not fully completed and a dispute arose be- 
tween the parties tothe deal. It was finally 
settled by the Northern Pacific and Manitoba 
contracters turning over to the Nortnern Pa-

BIG BENEFIT FOR CHICAGO LINES, 


Unique Scheme to Settle Transcontinental 
Rate Situation. ; 

New York, May 17.—(Special.]—A unique 
method of settling the transcontinental rate 
situation is to be tried which may checkmate 
©. P, Huntington as President of the Pacific 
Mail Steamsnip company and leave the South- 
ern Pacific company out of consideration 
as a necessary factor. The Transcontinental 
Association went to pieces when the $900,000 
subsidy to the Pacific Mail company was dis- 
cohtinued by the Pacific railroads, and they 
have been more or less at variance ever 
since on account of the warfare between the 
Pacific Mail and Panama railroad. It is gen- 
erally admitted that the whole situation could 
be put on a solid basis within a few days if the 
Panama railroad and Pacific Mail company 
would settle their differences. But inasmuch 
asthe Panama company has served notice 
that June 15 the Columbian line will give up 
the Pacific Mail vessels on the Atlantic and 
has already chartered the steamers of the Old 
Brazilian line for. the service between New 
York and Colon the presumption is that 
with two independent lines on the Atlantic 
and two on the Pacific Ocean competition 
and rate cutting will be livelier than ever be. 
fore. The chief members of the old Trans- 
continental Association have been discussing 
the question of reorganizing it, but the 
method of procedure was not clear until 
today, considering that the Panama and Pa- 
cific Mail situation was still unsettled. Cer- 
tain of the members have consulted with the 
Panama railroad officials and have arranged 
for further conferences in regard to a deal 
with that company and its steamship lines to 
New York and San Francisco. The Southera 
Pacific now controls ali of the railroads ter- 
minating in California. It is said to be a 
part of the plan to arrange with the Colum- 
bian line vessels to stop at New Or. 
leans or other Southern ports for freight 
delivered to it by certain of the Chi- 
cago lines that would be used _ to 
compete with the Southern Pacific and its 
Morgan line of vessels on the cheaper classes 
of merchandise. The Illinois Central, Atchi- 
son, Union Pacific, Texas Pacific, and Mis- 
souri. Kansas and Texas, which is allied 
with the Burlington, all reach the gulf at 
convenient points, and the rates to California 
by water route, even from far, interior points, 
are much lower than by all-rail, Panama 
railroad officials did not care to talk about 
the matter, and they were surprised that the 
proposed conferences had become public.

Talmage’s Big Church Sheathed Inside 
with Resin-Soaked Paper. 

New York, May 17.—(Special.]|—The 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, which was consumed by 
fire last Sunday, was a huge tinder-box. In- 
stead of being plastered the usual way it 


was sheathed throughout, ‘Above, be- 
low, and on all sides with a 
preparation of paper stock and straw 


fiber, macerated, soaked in boiling resin, and 
then covered with oil and paints. All that 
was needed) to set off Dr. Talmage’s piace of 
worship life a powder train was a mere 
touch of flame. This explains, it is said 
by experts, how the great building came 


space of time. Sunday after Sunday, night 
after night, immense audiences filled the 
Tabernacle, little dreaming of the dan- 
ger by which they were surrounded. Viewed 
in the light of the discoveries made today 
the escape of one of these great audiences 
from a terrible holocaust, exceeding in the ex- 
tent of the sacrifice of human life even the 
Brooklyn Theater fire, seems little short 
of marvelous. It was said today the 
reason why the trustees of the 
Tabernacle used a sheathing of paper, straw- 
board, and. resin instead of plaster, was that 
they were short of cash and ina hurry to 
complete the church, and so used the pre- 
pared substitute without understanding or ap- 
prehending its inflammable nature when once 
ignited. "The New York Board of Underwrit- 
ers was made aware of the nature of the 
sheathing and the Tabernacle trustees 
paid on an average doubie rates for 
their insurance. The investigation has 
gone far enongh, it appears, to show that 
electrical wires and appliancesin the organ 
had nothing to do with the fire. The impres- 
sion seems to be growing that the Tabernacle 
was destroyed by a deliberate act of an in- 
cendiary. 


HOSTILITY TO THE CORPORATIONS, 


George Gould’s Explanation of Depression 
in BusinesseRecovery to Be Slow. 
New York, May 17.—Just previous to sail- 
ing for Europe on the Majestic George Gould 
when asked about the business situation 
throughout the country replied: ** Business 
is improving slowly. The outlook for the 
crops is now good, Merchants are not buy- 
ing extensively. and are living from hand 
to mouth, Stocks of goods throughout 
the West are exceptionally low and 
people must buy, for they must 
consume a certain amount every year. Ex- 
hausted stocks must be replenished soon, At 
present we are comparing with active busi- 
ness during the same period last year. The 
World’s Fair was just then being completed 
and everything was rushed. The falling off 
did not set in until June. The improve- 
ment must be gradual. The country cannot 
at once recover from the effects of such a ter- 
rible’ crisis as that of last year. To us 
it seems the existing demoralization is 
largely due to the hostility of legislators ané 
of Congress to corporations and corporate in- 
terests. The inter-State commerce law is in 
part responsible. Athimgthat would most 
quickly cure present troubles would be an 
amendment to the inter-State commerce law 
allowing railroads to pool under, of course, 
proper restrictiéns as to fair rates, etc,’’

WANTS MONEY FOR HIS SON’S DEATH, 


Peculiar Damage Suit Caused by a Case of 
Scarlet Fever. 

For the death of his 77-year-old son from 
scarlet fever Willis A. Wormwood seeks, by a 
damage suit in the Circuit Court, to recover 
$5,000 from Dr, Charles McKay and 
Frederick Wigman. Wormwood rented a flat 
from Wigman over the latter’s store, No. 
1643 West Twelfth street, last May and 
moved in with his family. At that time the 
child of another tenant of Wigman in the 
same building was seriously ili. Dr. Charles 
McKay was in attendance. Wormwood says 
he questioned his new landlord about the 
child’s illness. He was assured it was nota 
contagious disease. At the same _ time, 
however, Wormwood asserts he noticed 
the landlord moved his own family away 
from the. buildi Within a few days after 
moving into the house the plaintiff’s son fell 
ill and Dr. Amerson was called in. He said 
it was a case of scarlet fever and placed the 
danger sign outside the door. Landlord Wig- 
man is said to have objected to the sign as 
likely to interfere with his grocery business, 
After a short illness the boy died and Worm- 
wood was discharged by his employer, who 
feared a spread of thedisease among the other 
employés. Plaintiff insists that both Dr. Mc- 
Kay and Frederick Wigman knew that the 
child in the house had scarlet fever and that 
as they took no action to protect others they 
are responsible for the death of his son and 
his own loss of position. 


SAYS VARNELL’S GAME I8 CROOKED. 


Dr. William Ernest's Sad Story of the Gam- 
bling Fever. 

Dr. William F. Ernest, practicing at No. 
294 Thirty-eighth street, who has brought 
suit against Samuel Dahl, John Condon, 
Harry Varnell, and John Davies to recover 
$2,500 lost in the gambling houses kept by 
the latter, lost in addition to his own money 
funds belonging to his wife, as appears in a 
letter to her.

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CHOOSE A MODERATOR 


PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
SELECTS DR. MUTOHMORE. 


One Hundred and Sixth Aunual Session 
- Begins in Saratoga, N. Y.<Dr. Craig of 
Chicago, the Retiring Moderator, 
Charges Bible Inaccuracies to the Trans- 
lations=Plea for a United Church —No 
Present Cause for a Division=Southern 
Presbyterians Meet in Nashville. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 17.—[Special.]--The 
106th annual session of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church of the United 
States began in the First Presbyterian Church 
of this city today. Dr. Willis G. Craig, the re- 
tiring Moderator. preached a lengthy sermon, 
after which an election was held for a Modera- 
tor for the present session. Two votes were 
required and the second resulted in the elec- 
tion of the Rev. Dr. Samtel A. Mutchmore of 
Philadelphia, who received 281 votes, while 
the Rev. Dr. Arthur J. Brown of Portland, 
Ore., received 269 votes. The number of 
votes necessary to a choice being 269. 

This was the fifth time in the history of the 
General Assembly to convene in the First 
Presbyterian Church of this city, The other 
assemblies were in 1879, 1883, 1884, and 
1890. The church today was filled to its ut- 
most capacity, the audience numbering over 
2,000 persons, Among those occupying seats 
or. the spacious platform and assisting in the 
opening exercises were the retiring Moderator, 
the Rev. Dr. Willis G. Craig, the Rev. Dr. 
David R. Breed, the Rev. Dr. E. C. Ray, and 
Prof. Marquis of Chicago, Iil,; the Rev. Dr. 
W. E. Moore of Columbus, O,; the Rev. Dr. 
W. H. Roberts and the Rev. Dr. J. S. McIntosh 
of Philadelphia, Pa.; the Rev. Dr, Howard 
Duffield of New York ; the Rev. Dr, Emmanuel 
McGilvary of Cheyenne ; the Rev, Paul F. Sut- 


phen of Newark, N. J.; the Rev. Dr. W. C. ' 


Young of Kentucky; and the Rev; Dr. W. F. 
Nobie of San Francisco, Cal. 


Dr. Green Speaks Plainly. 

The annual sermon was delivered by the re- 
tiring Moderator, the Rev. Dr. Willis Green 
Craig of Chicago, who took for his text 
Acts xx., 26 and 27. The sermon, which 
occupied over an hour, was both profound 
and conservative, and at the close was in- 
dorsell with continued applause. After con- 
gratulating the Commissioners for their pres- 
ence here Dr. Craig said, in substance: ** You 
come from scenes of marvelous spiritual re- 
freshment. During the past year the triumphs 
of the gospel have been witnessed in our land 


as never before, perhaps, in its history. In 
the midst of unprecedented business calam- 
ities our God has visited his plantation, send- 
ing upon it the dews of refreshing grace, 
causing it to bud and blossom and bring forth 
fruit thirty, sixty, and one hundred fold. It 
is from this large experience of the power and 
riches of saving grace that we come up to this 
high place of assembly.”” He spoke of the as- 
sembly as a representative body and added: 


It stands for something definite. Wherever it 
is known it signifies a something in the domains 
of doctrine, spirit, and purpose which can be 
readily stated, easily understood, and grasped as 
a reality. This realism of our church is a recom- 
mendation to the worid of men in whose behalf 
it. proposes to pursue its beneficent way, and it is 
the undoub source of its noblest successes in 
the field of Christjan work. This may sometimes 
be doubted, but only by the thoughtless or super- 
ficial, In the discharge ofits duty our church 
has placed in the forefront of its symbolic testi- 
mony the doctrine of holy scripture. 

It may be some earnest and candid men have 
made mistakes. It is sometimes held that the 
holy scriptures should be examined, criticised, 
and deait with just as may be done with any 
other book. It should be put to the test of liter- 
ary canons and required to pass the ordeal of 
human presuppositions as to what should be the 
style. the amount of knowledge, the degree of 
culture which may be considered rtinent to 
writers of a given age, before credence can be 

iven to their historical truthfulness or to their 

ogmatic utterances. | have no fear for the 
scriptures as the final outcome of such a mode of 
treatment. But the query may be raised should 
Christians hold too tenaciously to such a mode? 
ls it not better form to say that we should handle 
this boak of books as we do no other? Human 
utterances cannot be made more precise and ac- 
curate than we have made our testimony at every 
poon anor life to the errorlessness infalli- 

ility, afd inerrancy of holy scripture. and ‘no 
church has been more diligent and patient 
in the effort to rid present copies of mistakes 
made in transmission. 


Church Should Not Be Divided. 


Let us, if possible, heal the breach in our be- 
loved Presbyterian Zion. United as one, our 
common work. at home and abroad will 
be increased many fold. Reunion _ will 
take away all appearances of sec- 
tionalism from our beloved church. Our 
great American Presbyterian Church, knowing 
no North, no South, no East, no West, would 
manifest before the world a power for God's 
glory in the good of all men that human words 
cannot express. The causes which"separated us 
have passed away; the faith which binds us re- 
mains, and the love of kindred hearts urges the 
restoration of the old family home and the gatb- 
ering together of the separated members about 
one hearthstone. Our system of doctrine and 
our governmental policy are too broad 
and strong and scriptural to rest 
with Patience in the idea of 
divisions. We ought' to vindicate before the 
world the competency of our system to shepherd 
the Christians, not only of one land but of all 
lands, as Giod may call them toour fold. The 
keen, clear vision of awakened love pierces 
through the thin veil which separates us and 
recognizes the bold untarnished features of a 
true and loyal Presbyterianism, North and 
South, and the common weal impels us to cry out: 
‘*We are brethren of a common household, why 
should there be strife and separation.” 

At the close of the session the General As- 
sembly was formally constituted in prayer, 
after which a recess was taken. The entire 
afternoon session was devoted to the eiection 
of a Moderator, The Rev. Dr. Arthur, J. 
Brown of Portland, Ore., Rev. Dr. John W. 
Dinsmore of San José, Cal., the Rev. Dr. 
James Gardner of Gloversville, N.*° Y.. and 
the Rev. Dr. Samuel A. Mutchmore of Phil- 
adelphia were placed in nomination. The 
speeches made in nomination were received 
with applause. The first vote failed to elect, 
and before the second ballot all but two re- 
tired. The Rev. Dr. Mutchmore was elected 
on the second ballot and formally inducted 
into office. The assembly then took a recess 
to tomorrow morning.

BELIEVES CHRISTIANS MAY DANCE, 


Frank T. Crandon Tells Methodists the 
Theaters Are Not Sinfal. 

At the regular dinner of the Methodist 
Social Union at the Grand Pacific last night 
Frank T. Crandon of Evanston, a prominent 
layman, made radical utterances on the sub- 
ject of amusements interdicted by the church.

Mr. Crandon, who made 
the opening speech, challenged the wisdom of 
the General Conference of 1872 in amending 
the discipline prohibiting members of the 
church from cmene: playing at games 
of chance, attending theaters, horse 
races, circuses, danci parties, or troniz- 
ing dancing-schools. e said: “I do not 
know how to dance and games of chance, the 
circus, or the theater have no _ 4at- 
traction for me, But = that 
amusements . are always and under 
all circumstances wrong or wicked, or that 
they are evil in themselves or evil in their 
tendencies, 1 do not believe; and for those 
people who under certain conditions enjoy 
and practice them{I haveigreat consideration.” 
M.N. Jones made the opening speech in 
opposition tothe repeal of the rule. He 
maintained that the rule was necessary and 
that all the amusements which it named were 
of a sinful tendency. The Rev. George 
W. Gray, D. D., said that Christ 
had not prohibited his follewers from in- 
dulgence in amusements, and in the absence 
of any such prohibition it was clear that 
there was no wrong in their participation.

RAILWAY UNION TO USE OTHER 
WEAPONS AGAINST PULLMAN, 


Debs Says This Extreme Measure Will Be 
Let Alone Until After the International 
Conference at CLeasteeLeaders Assure 
Strikers of “Sympathy of the Labor 
World=—Supplies Received and Aid 
Given to Many Families=Director 
Rogers Talk¢ to thesMen. 


No attempt is to be made by the American 
Railway Union to stop the running of Pullman 
palace cars fora month at least, so President 
Debs said last night. Other means are to be 
found to win the strike at Pullman, or at 
least other meaus will be given a trial before 
resort to this extreme measure is had. Said 
Mr. Debs: ‘* The matter of tying up Pull- 
man cars will be let alone until the interna- 
tional convention of the American Railway 
Union June 12. Every paper in the country 
is against Pullman, and I believe if the peo- 
ple here were to appeal to the country at 
large contri»utions would pour in here. There 
need be no fear of the strikers getting along 
all right. Vice-President Howard will stay 
here and take charge of affairs,”’ 

Debs and Howard had been expected all 
day, but they were delayed by washouts and 
did not reach Pullman until 7:30 o’clock. 
They went straight to the Casino, where they 
addressed the Women’s Union, Mr. Debs 
said when he read the scale of wages paid to 
the shopgiris he was appalled. He said there 
was no home life under the conditions exist- 
ingin Pullman. Mr, Howard urged the girls 
to stick together and not to hesitate to attend 
the meetings in Turner Hall because 
there was a saioon in the building, for 
the strike was a matter of business. 
The two then hurried to Turner Hall, overa 
mile away. Here they found a packed house 
listening to the Rev. W. A. Carwardine, pas- 
tor of the Pullman Methodist Church, de- 
nouncing the * beggarly wages and petty 
tyrannies”’ of the Pullman company. Both 
made short speeches, assuring the men of the 
sympathy and support of the labor world in 
particular and the public in general and de- 
claring they would surely win if they only 
stood together. ¢ 


Supplies Keceived and Aid Given, 


Supplies kept coming in all day yesterday 
at Pullman, and $50 in cash was added to the 
$170 collected the day before. The commit- 
tee personally investigates every. case before 
recommending that help be given, and al- 
though the workmgmen of, Pullman 
have been earning average annual in- 
comes of $600, according to of.- 
ficial statements, the committee succeeded 
in finding forty-six families in need of imme- 
diate assistance. Four subcommittees have 
been appointed to solicit subscriptions. Bak- 
er Briggs of Pullman and Baker Ness of Ken- 
sington wijl each contribute two dozen loaves 
of bread daily. 

The general committee has repudiated Law- 
yer Lucius Wilson of Gano. Wilson made 
a speech Monday night and wound up by 
reading a long set of resolutions expressing a 
lack ot confidenve in Congress and demand- 
ing all sorts of reforms amounting to an en- 
tire reconstruction of the system of govern- 
ment. It was announced that the resolutions 
had been approved by the committee. Yes- 
terday the committee formulated the follow- 
ing: 

It having come to our notice thro the col- 
umns of the press May 14 and 15 certain 
resolutions to the Congress of the United States 
were unanimously adopted by the Strike com- 
mittee, therefore be it 

Resolved, By the general strike committee that 
we denounce such report as erroneous. No such 
action was taken by the committee or otherwise 
acted upon and no person or persons had the of- 
ficial sanction to circulate said resolutions, as 
we deem them entirely foreign to the present 
issue, 

The painters at least are not suffering.

Rogers Talks of the Prospects. 


L. Rogers, director of the American 
Railway Union, made the most acceptable 
speech the strikers have heard yet. He said 
the struggle had been forced upon the men 
egainst their will. Speaking of the division 
of the products of labor, hesaid: “It takes 
two parties to make a bargain, and by all the 
eternal principles of commen justice labor 
proposes to be one of them.”’ The Rev. Mr. 
Oggel preached a sermon at the Green Stone 
Church denouncing the strike as unjustifiable, 
saying half a loaf was better than no bread, 
and the men were getting two-thirds. Mr. 
Rogers said: 

Now in closing I want to say to Mr. Oggel that 
if he knows no more about heaven than he does 
about strikers he has been drawing his salary 
under false pretenses. 

It is not a question of getting good wages; it 
is a question of getting any wages at all. 
Just as long as the men who earn the 
money go hungry and ragged it is an 
outrage for the company to pay a cent 
in dividends, But the company has overreached 
itself; it has turned the em Gapwendnde too tight 
Labor wants something more than a crust to eat 
and rags to wear and the canopy of heaven for a 
shelter. 

This might all have been averted if working- 
men had thought and acted for themselves some 
time ago. But labor will not think until its 
stomach is empty. Labor will have to go into 
politics before the problem of the division of 
the productof labor will ever be settled. By 
that | donot mean that you are to become Re- 
publicans or Democrats. You have too long 
been rushing from one side to the other blindly 
and unreasonably tricked by bombastic speeches 
about protection and high wages and free trade 
and low wages until we have reached the point 
of free soup and no wages at all. 

An illustration bearing on the company’s 
‘“Jeniency’’ to its workmen about which so 
much has been said follows: It has been 
announced by. officials that there hus never 
been but one eviction in the history of the 
town. 

Alfred Peterson lives on the third floor at 
No. 411 Watt avenue. In January 1892,’ 
while at work in the shops, his right hand was 
broken and his right leg injured by the fall of a 
heavy irédn plate. He was taken home by 
employés of the company and that is the 
last thing the company has done for 
him except to try to put him out of the house 
he occupies.

Although the company never evicts any one 
it made an exception in favor of this help- 
less family and did try to evict them—Peter- 
son has the documents to prove this—but it 
failed. Peterson’s family has reached the ex- 
tremity of destitution, but the Strikers’ Re- 
lief committee is now looking after him.

MILKING MACHINE FROM JUTLAND. 


Claims Made for. a Novel Device to Facili- 
tate Dairy Work. 

A new milking machine, said to have dem- 
onstrated its success in Europe, is about to be 
introduced on the American market, 
the invention of Ludvig Steenstrup of Aal- 
borg, in Jutland, Denmark. He has assigned 
the American rights, after patenting the de- 
vice at the Washington Patent Office, to A. 
Essendrup of St. Pauli, who has a machine on 
exhibition at the Briggs House. Its feat- 
ures are a pair of springs inside 
of rubber peripheries, which are 
pressed against the animal’s _ teats 
and are given a gentle rotary motion by a 
crank. The operation of the rubber peri- 

heries is said to resemble the pressure of the 

urnan hand and to squeeze the milk out in- 

4 stead of sucking it, asisdone by other ma- 
chines. The machine weighs about twenty 
pounds, but the controller of it thinks Ameri- 
can mechanical skill can reduce this weight. 
He claims the machine will do the work of 
three men in milkinga herd and that it can 
be operated by a child. A plant for the man- 
ufacture of the machines, it is said, may be 
established in this city or vicinity.
